A  Novel  Plano  Stool. 

A  piano's  tool  which  has  lately  come 
nuder  onr  notice  is  constructed  on  a 
rather  ingenious  ^principle.  It  enables 
two  seats  to  be  coustructM  from  tbe  one 
stool.  The  pillar  supporting  tbe  seat 
can  be  divided,  tbe  two  legs  of  each  part 
being  supported  by  au  iron  bracket  rest¬ 
ing  on  tbe  floor  and  giving  the  required 
stability.  The  two  seats  are  obtained 
by  separating  and  adjusting  the  circn 


the  most  es-onrial  aids  that  the  geological 
survey  has  in  w  orking  up  the  geology  of 
the  country.  Many  of  the  rocks  that  are 
met  within  the  field  cannot  be  distinguish¬ 
ed  frotu  each  other,  except  by  laboratory 
examination,  and  as  the  nature  of  the 
rocks  filling  tbe  different  aections  of  the 
country  has  to  Ik*  ascertained  iu  working 
up  its  geological  history  the  specimens, 
carefully  labeled,  have  to  lie  sent  Iwick  to 
the' department  in  Washington  for  study 
and  classilR-atiou. 

Three  methods  are  used  in  the  identifi¬ 
cation  of  the  close  grained  nietamorphic 
rocks  that  cannot  be  recognized  ou  casual 
examination — l>y  measuring  tbe  number 
and  angles  of  tbe  crystals,  by  chemical 
analysis  to  get  at  the  chemical  constitu¬ 
ents  of  the  rock,  and  by  microscopic  ex¬ 
amination,  when,  in  the  ttiin  sectioun,  the 
crystalline  structure  can  be  seen  and  the 
chemical  constituents  recognized  by  the 
akl  of  polarized  light,  ijome  of  the  thin 
atone  sections  mounted  on  glass  slides  are 
very  beautiful  iu  coloring  and  crystalline 
arrangement,  and  others  are  simply  ctiri- 
ous.e  Une  of  the  most  remarkable  is  one 
of  tbe  rare  minerals/  dumoritite,  which 
has  lately  been  discovered  in  Arizona,  and 
is  what  is  known  as  pleocbroic. 

When  viewed  uuder  Cite  microscope,  it 
seems  to  l>e  made  up  of  detached  crystals 
of  deep  blue.  When,  bowever^bhe  slide  is 
turned  around  at  a  different  angle,  some 
of -the  blue  crystals  disappear  and  others 
spring  into  view. 

One  of  the  minerals,  pf  which  there  are 
several  deposits  iu  this  country,  which  are 
shown  iu  the  geological  survey's  collection 
of  slides,  is  peridotite.  This  gains  interest 
from  the  fact  that  it  is  the  associate  of 
the  diamond  iu  afi  of  tbe  great  African 
fields.  Its  finding  by  Professor  Lewis  of 
Philadelphia  in  Kentucky  some  years  ago 
caused  great  excitement,  and  there  was 
some  warm  prospecting  for  diamonds,  but 
none  was  ever  found.  Its  connection 
with  tbe  Africau  diamonds  came  from  the 
fact  tflat  when  the  peridotite  had  come  to 
the  surface  iu  a  molten  condition  it  had 
been  forced  through  the  clefts  or  faults  in 
some  very  rich  carboniferous  slate  fields. 
The  hot  rock  had  crystallized  tbe  carbon 
of  the  slate  measures  Into  diamonds,  w  hicb 
are  found  scattered  alon>»  a  few  yards  on 
each  side  of  the  contact.  Wbat  the  dia¬ 
mond  prospectors  are  looking  for  in  this 
country  is  a  combination  of  peridotite  and 
carboniferous  slates.

The  new 
substance  is  known  as  carbon unduru ,  and 
is  the  result  of  passing  a  strong  current 
of  electricity  through  a  mixture  of  pow- 
de.ed  carlxtu  aud  fine  sand  iu  a  closed  re¬ 
tort. 

The  chemist  did  not  get  diamonds  for 
his  trouble,  but  he  may  yet  wear'them,  as 
the  new  compound  .proini>*s  to  prov*  very 
valuable  and  may  possibly  supplant  em¬ 
ery  in  many  commercial  uses. — Washing¬ 
ton  Post.
